Sir: 

On July 20, 2006, a Telephonic Interview was conducted between Examiner Duyen 
M. Doan, inventor David Hare, and Applicant's Representative, Phillip Mancini. During that 
interview, claims 1-29 were discussed. Applicants discussed how the claim amendments 
were designed to distinguish over the references of record by incorporating the claim features 
of handling at the gateway PPPoE frames normally, that is passing the access concentrator, 
and non-PPPoE frames through a different path to convert to a PPPoE frame prior to sending 
to the access concentrator, thereby establishing a virtual PPPoE session for non-PPPoE 
clients with the access concentrator. 

The Lo application describes simple gateway device that sends PPPoE packets to the 
PPPoE device and other packets to other devices depending on the intended recipient. The 
Ortega patent describes a system that converts all PPPoE packets into non-PPPoE packets for 
communication to a service end point that doesn't support PPPoE. Neither patent teaches 
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receiving packets/frames that can be PPPoE or not and routing the PPPoE packets/frame 
directly to the access point while establishing a virtual PPPoE connection to the access point 
with packets/frames received from non-PPPoE devices. The Examiner agreed that this 
distinguished over the art of record. 

Accordingly, prompt and favorable reconsideration in view of the amendments 
submitted with the RCE are respectfully requested. Should the Examiner believe that 
anything further would be desirable in order to place the claims in even better condition for 
allowance, the Examiner is invited to contact Applicants' undersigned representative at the 
telephone number listed below.
